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PIONEER  MONTH 

The  month  of  July  has  been 
dedicated  as  pioneer  month  in 
the  Church.  This  month  is  very 
historical  and  many  important 
and  exciting  events  took  place 
during  this  time.  In  the  early 
years  of  the  Church  the  Saints 
were  forced  to  leave  their  beauti- 
fully built  city  of  Nauvoo,  their 
homes,  their  means  of  support  and 
go  out  into  a  strange  country  that 
little  was  known  about.  Before 
the  great  exodus  from  Nauvoo 
began  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith 
had  been  murdered,  the  Church 
was  left  in  a  state  of  confusion, 
and  all  manner  of  means  were 
devised  by  the  enemies  of  the 
Church  to  destroy  all  the  existing 
remains  of  Mormonism.  This  was 
a  very  critical  period  in  the  history 
of  the  Church  what  with  the 
Prophet  who  was  the  head  of  the 
Church  gone  the  people  were  in 
great  confusion  as  to  what  was 
going  to  happen  to  them  and  who 
was  to  lead  and  direct  the  Church. 

Out  of  all  this  confusion  arose 
Brigham  Young,  one  of  the 
greatest  men  that  history  has  ever 
seen.  He  took  charge  of  the  help- 
less Saints  and  began  one  of  the 
greatest  feats  that  mankind  has 
ever  witnessed.  Under  his  capable 
leadership  he  literally  transplanted 
thousands  of  people  from  what 
was  then  the  civilized  America  to 
a  vast,  waste  land  in  the  middle 
of  the  Rocky  Mountains.  Across 
thousands  of  miles  of  barren  waste 
lands  he  directed  his  people  to 
the   valleys   of   Utah. 

The  character  of  this  man  is  one 
of    amazement.    He    devoted    his 


whole  existence  to  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  people  he  led.  If  he 
had  to  chastise  them  he  did,  but 
on  to  the  valleys  they  went.  Here 
was  the  man  that  the  people 
needed.  One  that  they  could  place 
their  confidence  in,  and  rest  as- 
sured that  all  would  be  well  with 
Israel.  He  carried  the  burdens  of 
thousands  upon  his  shoulders  and 
many  historians  compare  him  to  a 
modern  Moses.  No  better  descrip- 
tion could  be  given  of  this  man 
who  at  the  head  of  thousands  of 
devoted  Saints  he  marched  on  to 
carve  out  what  was  to  prove  in 
latter  years  one  of  the  greatest 
miracles  of  this  time- 
As  the  people  were  travelling 
a'ong  the  way  they  no  doubt  had 
many  questions  about  the  place 
that  they   were  going   to,   and  on 
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the  way  they  were  met  by  one  ol 
America's  famous  explorers,  Jim 
Bridger.  President  Young  discussed 
the  Utah  valleys  with  him  and 
gained  some  good  information  that 
was  to  help  the  Saints.  President 
Young  was  sure  that  this  was  the 
place  for  his  people  but  Jim 
Bridger  was  of  the  opinion  that  it 
was  a  waste  of  time  to  go  there 
and  try  to  make  a  living.  He  is 
quoted  as  saying  that  he  would 
give  a  $1,000  for  the  first  bushel 
of  corn  grown  in  the  Great  Basin." 
With  such  cheery  prospects  the 
inspired  Prophet  continued  on 
with  his  Modern  Israel  always 
heading  towards  the  forbidden 
valleys  that  only  the  Saints  could 
make  blossom. 

The  account  of  the  pioneers' 
arrival  in  the  valley  is  given  by 
Wilfred    Woodruff. 

"On  the  twenty-fourth  I  drove 
my  carriage,  with  President  Young 
lying  on  a  bed  in  it,  into  the  open 
valley,  the  rest  of  the  company 
following.  When  we  came  out  of 
the  canyon,  into  full  view  of  the 
valley,  I  turned  the  side  of  my 
carriage  around,  open  to  the  west, 
and  President  Young  arose  from 
his  bed  and  took  a  survey  of  the 
country.  While  gazing  on  the  scene 
before  us,  he  was  enraptured  in 
vision  for  several  minutes.  He  had 
seen  the  valley  before  in  vision 
and  upon  the  occasion  he  saw  the 
future  glory  of  Zion  and  Israel,  as 
they  would  be,  planted  in  the 
valleys  of  the  mountains.  When 
the  vision  had  passed  he  said,  "It 
is  enough.  This  is  the  right  place. 
Drive  on."  (Brigham  Young  the 
Man  and  His  Work,  Preston 
Nibley.) 


And  so  the  Church  was  estab- 
lished in  the  tops  of  the  Moun- 
tains. The  people  now  had  a  place 
where  they  could  finally  find 
peace,  free  from  mob  violence. 
They  finally  had  a  place  that  they 
could  confidently  call  home.  There 
was  the  tremendous  problem  now 
of  settling  the  people  in  the  valley, 
and  laying  out  the  new  city,  but 
with  the  help  of  the  Lord  and  the 
strong  leadership  of  President 
Young   this  was   accomplished. 

Was  President  Young  happy 
with  the  new  location  of  the 
Saints?  Here  is  what  he  had  to 
say,  "We  have  been  kicked  out  of 
the  frying  pan  into  the  fire,  out 
of  the  fire  into  the  middle  of  the 
floor,  and  here  we  are  and  here 
we  will  stay.  God  has  shown  me 
that  this  is  the  spot  to  locate  his 
people,  and  here  is  where  they  will 
prosper;  he  will  temper  the  ele- 
ments for  the  good  of  his  Saints; 
he  will  rebuke  the  frost  and  the 
sterility  of  the  soil,  and  the  land 
shall  become  fruitful.  Brethren,  go 
to,  now,  and  plant  out  your  fruit 
seeds." 

He  had  now  established  the 
Saints  of  the  Church  in  a  perma- 
nent settlement,  and  for  many 
years  was  he  to  continue  to  lead 
and  direct  the  affairs  of  God's 
Kingdom  during  this  trying  time 
of  the  dispensation  of  the  fullness 
of  times,  until  he  passed  away  on 
the  29th  of  August,  1876,  and  his 
last  words  were  "Joseph,  Joseph." 
Now  this  great  man  is  history, 
but  he  is  so  revered  by  people  in 
and  out  of  the  Church  that  today 
in  the  American  Hall  of  Fame 
there  is  a  statue  to  this  man,  the 
Prophet   Brigham   Young. 


THAT  there  is  an  Administration  of  the  Universe  cannot  be  denied. 
Something  has  determined  and  continues  to  determine  the  func- 
tioning of  natural  law,  the  orderly  transformation  of  matter  and  energy. 
It  may  be  the  "Curvature  of  the  Cosmos"  or  "blind  chance" 
or  "Universal  energy"  or  an  "absentee  Jehova",  or  an  "all 
prevading  Spirit",  but  it  must  be  Something.  From  one  point  of 
view  the  question,  "Is  there  a  God?"  is  promptly  and  finally  answered 
in  the  affirmative.  But  that  is  not  the  real  question  in  issue.  "Man  wants 
to  know  the  character  of  the  Administration  of  the  Universe  which  he 
is  obliged  to  accept  whether  it  pleases  him  or  not.  He  yearns  to  discover 
the  true  nature  of  the  determining  Something.  The  real  question  is,  what 
sort  of  a  God  is  it  which  rules  the  world?

Another  historical 
development  in  the  church 
has  taken  place  this  month. 
It  is  the  calling  to  Salt 
Lake  City  of  all  the  mission 
presidents  throughout  the 
world.  Our  own  President 
and  Sister  Alldredge  left 
South  Africa  and  flew  to 
the  Church  headquarters 
where  they  will  receive  first 
hand  information  directly 
from  the  Presiding  Bret- 
hren.

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HARDSHIPS 
ON    THE 
TRAIL 

JUST  one  hundred  and  eighteen 
years  ago  the  Pioneers  headed 
into  the  vast,  little  known  West  of 
America.  Sustained  by  the  faith,  as  expressed  by  Wm.  Clayton,  "We'll 
find  the  place  .  .  .  away  in  the  west." 

Many  lived  to  find  their  place  of  rest,  but  others  died  along  the  way. 
How  did  they  feel?  How  did  the  hardships  of  the  trail  effect  them?  The 
following  story  by  Parson  Webster  of  Cedar  City  presents  a  view  of  the 
handcart  pioneers  not  often  found. 

I  heard  a  testimony  once  that  made  me  tingle  to  the  roots  of  my 
hair.  It  was  in  an  adult  Sunday  School  class  of  over  fifty  men  and 
women.  Nathan  T.  Porter,  then  Principal  of  Branch  Normal  School,  was 
the  teacher  and  the  subject  under  discussion  was  the  ill-fated  handcart 
company  that  suffered  so  terribly  in  the  snow  of  1856. 

Some  sharp  criticism  of  the  church  and  its  leaders  was  being 
indulged  in  for  permitting  any  company  of  converts  to  venture  across  the 
plains  with  no  more  supplies  or  protection  than  a  handcart  caravan 
afforded. 

One  old  man  in  the  corner  sat  silent  and  listened  as  long  as  he 
could  stand  it,  then  rose  and  said  things  that  no  person  who  ever  heard 
him  will  ever  forget.  His  face  was  white  with  emotion  yet  he  spoke 
calmly,  deliberately  and  with  great  earnestness  and  sincerity. 

He  said  in  substance,  "I  ask  you  to  stop  this  criticism.  You  are 
discussing  a  matter  you  know  nothing  about.  Cold  historic  facts  mean 
nothing  here  for  they  give  no  proper  interpretation  of  the  questions 
involved.  Mistake  to  send  the  handcart  company  out  so  late  in  the 
season?  Yes.  But  I  was  in  that  company  and  my  wife,  too.  We  suffered 
beyond  everything  you  can  imagine  and  many  died  of  exposure  and 
starvation,  but  did  you  ever  hear  a  survivor  of  that  company  utter  a 
word  of  criticism?  Not  one  of  that  company  ever  apostatized  or  left  the 
Church  because  every  one  of  us  came  through  with  the  absolute 
knowledge  that  God  lives;  we  became  acquainted  with  Him  in  our 
extremities. 

"I  have  pulled  my  handcart  when  I  was  so  weak  and  weary  from 
illness  and  lack  of  food  that  I  could  hardly  put  one  foot  ahead  of  the 
other.  I  have  looked  ahead  and  seen  a  patch  of  sand  or  a  hill  slope  and  I 
have  said  I  can  go  only  that  far  and  there  I  must  give  up  for  I  cannot 
pull  the  load  through  it.  I  have  gone  on  to  that  sand  and  when  I 
reached  it  the  cart  began  pushing  me.  I  have  looked  back  many  times 
to  see  who  was  pushing  my  cart  but  my  eyes  saw  no  one.  I  knew  then 
that  the  Angels  of  God  were  there. 

Was  I  sorry  that  I  chose  to  come  by  handcart?  No.  Neither  then  nor 
any  minute  of  my  life  since.  The  price  we  paid  to  become  acquainted 
with  God  was  a  privilege  to  pay  and  I  am  thankful  that  I  was  privileged 
to  come  in  the  Martin  Handcart  Company.." 

The  Pioneers  were  true  in  their  day  and  time.  If  we  have  any  tribute 
to  pay  them,  let  it  be  that  their  children  are  equally  valiant  in  their 
days.

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ALTHOUGH  many  years  have 
passed  since  my  visit  to 
the  cemetery  at  "Winter  Quarters" 
in  Omaha,  Nebraska,  I  can 
remember  it  very  clearly.  At  the 
entrance  to  the  cemetery  is  a 
large  monument  erected  to  the 
memory  of  the  p'oneers  who  lost 
their  lives  due  to  exposure  and 
lack  of  food.  It  is  a  poignant 
monument  and  at  a  glance  tells 
the  whole  story  of  the  trials  and 
tribulations  the  pioneers  had  to 
endure.  The  central  figure  is  a 
tall  stalwart  man  with  shoulders 
bowed  in  grief.  In  one  hand  a 
shovel,  the  other  arm  around  his 
weeping  wife,  and  at  their  feet  in 
a  shallow  grave  the  casket  of  a 
babe  they  had  just  laid  to  rest. 

As  I  stood  and  gazed  at  the 
monument  the  suffering  and  the 
sacrifices  the  pioneers  made  to 
establish  Our  Heavenly  Father's 
Kingdom  were  brought  home  to 
me.  How  great  a  debt  we  owe  to 
those  who  went  before  and  gave 
their  all  for  their  belief  in  the 
divinity  of  the  message  of  the 
Gospel. 

I  remember  President  Don  Mack 
Dalton  relating  the  story  of  his 
pioneer  grandmother.  His  grand- 
father was  then  on  a  mission.  To 
support  her  family  his  grand- 
mother did  sewing.  Her  son  who 
was  about  12  years  old,  used  to 
prepare  thin  pieces  of  wood  and 
dip  them  in  pitch  and  then  light 
them     and     hold     them     for     his 


mother  to  see  as  she  would  sew 
hour  after  hour,  far  into  the 
night. 

When  Christmas  day  dawned 
there  was  no  money  to  buy  any 
gifts.  His  grandmother  had  a  great 
big  juicy  red  apple  which  she  had 
been  saving  as  a  special  treat  and 
the  boy  relates  that  he  looked  at 
his  mother's  care-worn  hands  as 
she  cut  the  apple,  and  how  he 
loved  those  hands  which  he  had 
watched  toiling  away  every  night 
for  him. 

In  a  testimony  meeting  I  heard 
one  of  my  friends  relate  how  her 
sweet  grandmother  arrived  in  the 
Salt  Lake  Valley  with  both  her 
feet  frozen  and  how  painful  they 
were.  In  spite  of  this  she  always 
taught  her  children  and  grand- 
children to  express  their  gratitude 
for  blessings  received.  She  was  so 
thankful  that  she  had  been  blessed 
to  reach  the  Salt  Lake  Valley.  She 
always  related  to  them  "Ingrati- 
tude is  worse  than  revenge, 
revenge  is  returning  evil  for  evil 
while  ingratitude  is  returning  evil 
for  good." 

I  hope  at  this  time  when  we 
honour  the  pioneers  we  pause  to 
take  stock  and  ask  the  question, 
are  we  being  ungrateful  for  the 
sacrifices  made  so  that  we  may 
enjoy  and  live  the  Gospel  in  its 
fullness?

MY  introduction  to  the  Mormon 
Church  began  about  fifteen 
years  ago,  when  I  was  asked  to 
sing  at  one  of  the  popular  concerts 
that  was  held  regularly  in  the  old 
Ramah  in  Commissioner  Street. 
Unfortunately  for  me  my  interest 
was  not  sufficiently  aroused  at 
that  time  to  inquire  after  the 
doctrines  and  ideals  of  the  Church. 

My  second  association  with 
Mormonism  was  brought  about  by 
a  visit  from  two  Elders  to  my 
home  in  Germiston.  My  wife, 
Evereld  and  I,  enjoyed  the  lessons 
taught  us  by  the  Elders,  but  this 
time  fate  took  a  hand  in  my 
religious  affairs — the  Elders  were 
unable  to  keep  their  appointment 
with  us  due  to  the  sudden  illness 
of  one  of  them.  Through  this  in- 
cident I  again  lost  contact  with 
the  Church. 

During  the  next  four  years,  I 
had  associations  with  various 
religious  sects  through  singing  at 
their  Churches  both  in  Johan- 
nesburg and  Germiston  but  I 
never  seemed  to  find  that  inner 
peace  for  which  I  had  so  earnestly 
been  seeking. 

We  had  been  living  in  our 
Northcliff  home  for  two  years 
when,  on  arriving  home  after 
work  one  evening  in  January, 
Evereld  greeted  me  with  the  news 
that  two  Mormon  Elders  were 
coming  to  see  us  that  very  evening. 

"Why  didn't  you  tell  them 
we're  not  interested  in  their  reli- 
gion?" I  growled  rather  irritably. 
"You'll  have  the  opportunity  to 
tell  them  yourself  this  evening. 
They're  such  nice  boys.  I  couldn't 
be  rude  to  them,"  she  replied. 

My  wife  was  right!  After  the 
first  ten  minutes  of  conversing 
with  them  I  lost  all  desire  to  show 
them  the  door,  as  I  discovered 
in     both    Elders     the     quality     of 


sincerity  which  I  consider  essen- 
tial to   spiritual   evolution. 

Evereld  and  I  enjoyed  each  lesson 
in  the  weeks  that  followed  and 
we  started  living  the  Word  of 
Wisdom.  These  lessons  didn't 
always  flow  smoothly  as  I  was 
continuously  propounding  my  own 
views  on  religion.  But  I  was  begin- 
ning to  realise  that  I  had  been 
"carried  about  with  every  wind  of 
doctrine"  as  the  Bible  states  and 
bit  by  bit  my  objections  were  ironed 
out  by  the  patient  and  long 
suffering   Elders. 

March  25th,  1961  is  a  red  letter 
day  in  our  lives  for  we  were 
baptised  into  God's  true  Church 
and  the  following  day  we  received 
the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost  by  the 
laying  on  of  hands,  and  our  four 
daughters  were  blessed.  We  were 
grateful  for  the  warm  and  sincere 
welcome  we  received  as  newcomers 
to  our  first  sacrament  service. 

I  still  feel  that  friendly  atmos- 
phere every  time  I  attend  Church 
meetings. 

I  cannot  put  into  words  the 
peace  of  mind  and  the  happiness 
I  have  received  while  studying  the 
Bible,  the  Book  of  Mormon  and 
the  other  precious  books  with 
which  the  Mormon  Church  is  so 
richly    endowed. 

I  am  grateful  to  God  for  sending 
the  Elders  to  my  door  with  their 
wonderful  message  of  salvation  for 
mankind.  I  know  that  this  is  the 
true  Church  of  Jesus  Christ,  that, 
through  Joseph  Smith,  the  Book 
of  Mormon  has  been  given  to  the 
world  and  that  the  leaders  of  the 
Church  are  inspired  prophets  of 
God.  My  delight  is  to  serve  God 
and  the  Church  to  the  best  of  my 
humble  ability. 

I  write  these  words  in  the  name 
of  Jesus  Christ.  Amen.

WARRIORS 


THE  story  of  Helaman  and  his 
two  thousand  strippling 
warriors,  Alma  53,  is  one  of  faith, 
courage  and  devotion  to  covenants. 
These  warriors  were  the  sons  of 
former  Lamanites  who  had  been 
converted  to  the  Gospel  by 
Ammon,  and  became  faithful 
members  of  the  Church.  They  were 
called  by  the  Nephites  the  people 
of  Ammon,  Alma  27:26. 

As  part  of  their  conversion  to 
the  Lord,  they  promised  they 
would  never  go  to  war  again.  They 
buried  their  weapons  in  the 
ground,  left  their  homes,  and 
journeyed  to  Zarahemla  where 
they  joined  the  Nephites. 

The  people  of  Ammon  saw  that 
the  Nephites  were  being  killed  and 
taken  prisoner  by  the  Lamanites 
and  this  was  weakening  the 
Nephite  army. 

The  Ammonites  also  realized 
that  the  Nephites  were  suffering 
these  things  in  protecting  them, 
so  they  decided  to  break  their 
covenant,  and  help  the  Nephites 
in  their  wars. 

The  Prophet  Helaman,  who  was 
the  son  of  Alma,  advised  them 
against  this  and  told  them  they 
must  keep  the  covenants  they  had 
made,  and  never  fight  again.  They 
accepted  his  advice  and  not  one  of 
the  men  who  had  made  this  cove- 
nant ever  went  to  war  again,  but 
they  still  had  a  desire  to  help  in 
some  way. 

During  the  years  these  Ammo- 
nites had  lived  among  the 
Nephites,  many  sons  were  born  to 
them.  These  sons  had  not  taken 
the  oath  against  war,  and  they 
were  free  to  fight  and  render  help 


to     the     war      depleted     Nephite 
armies. 

These  young  boys  gathered  in  a 
meeting  and  they  made  a  covenant 
to  fight  for  the  liberty  of  the 
Nephites;  to  protect  the  Nephites 
and  themselves  from  bondage 
among  the  Lamanites. 

There  were  two  thousand  of 
these  young  men  and  they  armed 
themselves  for  war.  They  set  about 
joining  the  Nephite  army  and 
asked  that  the  Prophet  Helaman 
be  their  leader. 

The  Prophet  Helaman  gladly 
accepted  and  called  them  his 
sons.  They  were  brave  and  coura- 
geous boys  and  not  afraid  to  fight 
or  die,  but  most  important  was 
their  sincere  belief  in  the  Lord. 
Before  they  left  for  war  their 
mothers  taught  them  to  put  their 
faith  in  God,  doubting  not  that 
God  would  protect  them.  Alma 
56:47-48. 

Helaman  and  his  two  thousand 
strippling  warriors  went  to  the  aid 
of  the  army  of  Antipus  against  the 
Lamanities.  In  entering  into 
battle  these  boys  remembered 
about  the  promise  made  to  them 
by  their  mothers  that  if  they  did 
not  doubt  the  Lord  He  would 
protect  them.  These  young  war- 
riors attacked  the  Lamanites  with 
great  fury,  and  routed  them. 
Helaman  counted  his  young 
warriors  after  the  battle,  and  such 
was  their  faith  in  the  Lord  that 
not  one  had  fallen. 

This  should  be  an  example  to  the 
youth  of  today.  To  grasp  the  iron 
rod  and  have  a  burning  desire  to

WHILE  resting  in  Jerusalem 
after  their  journey  from 
Bethany,  the  Apostles  asked  Jesus 
where  He  would  have  the  passover 
meal.  Peter  and  John  were  sent 
to  a  certain  man  in  the  city,  and 
from  him  they  obtained  the  upper 
room,  and  there  they  prepared  to 
have  the  passover.  Jesus  was  very 
anxious  to  have  this  passover  with 
His  apostles,  for  He  knew  that  this 
would  be  the  last  passover  that  He 
would  have  with  them.  On  the  eve 
on  which  He  would  make  the 
greatest  sacrifice  of  all  times,  that 
through  His  atoning  blood  and 
precious  life  which  He  freely  gave, 
man  might  live. 

The  pattern  was  set  for  men  to 
follow.  Through  making  sacrifices 
they  might  obtain  eternal  bles- 
sings from  heaven. 

While  sitting  down  at  the  pass- 
over  the  apostles  began  to  indulge 
in  what  is  still  common  among  the 
lesser  spiritual  people.  They  began 
to  strife  over  a  little  matter  of 
precedence,  and  sorrowfully  the 
Lord  had  to  remind  His  apostles 
that  he  that  is  greatest  of  them 
all  is  he  who  must  willingly  serve 
his  fellowmen. 

This  order  is  still  followed  in  the 
Lord's  Church  today,  because  the 
greatest  of  all  has  set  the  example 
2,000  years  ago. 

With  great  emotion  the  Lord 
told  His  apostles  that  He  would 
not  eat  nor  drink  thereof  anymore, 
and  then  with  deep  sorrow  the 
Lord  said;  that  one  of  them  that 
ate  with  Him  now  would  betray 
Him.  Most  of  the  apostles  ques- 
tioned the  Lord  whether  it  be 
they,  for  fear  of  being  offienders. 
One  could  just  see  Judas  acting  as 


if  nothing  had  happened.  Now 
Peter  (impulsive  Peter)  was  trying 
to  attract  John's  attention  who 
was  fondly  leaning  on  the  Master's 
breast,  who  was  named  by  Jesus, 
John  the  Beloved.  John  looking  at 
Jesus  asked  Him  who  would  betray 
Him.  Judas  had  already  cove- 
nanted to  sell  his  Master  for  30 
pieces  of  silver,  (the  price  of  a 
slave  i  and  then  with  devilish 
audacity  Judas  dared  to  ask  Jesus 
if  it  was  he. 

This  Judas  did  to  avoid  suspi- 
cion. The  Lord  said:  "He  it  is  to 
whom  I  shall  give  a  sop,  when  I 
have  sipped  it."  And  when  He  had 
dipped  the  sop,  He  gave  it  to  Judas 
Iscariot.  and  Judas,  full  of  the 
spirit  of  the  devil  left  this  group 
to  carry  out  his  fiendish  plot 
against  the  Master. 

What  great  privilege  and  honour 
he  rejected  at  this  time.  Let  us 
then  be  mindful  of  our  position 
and  station  in  the  Gospel,  and 
constantly  pray  that  we  may  not 
fall  victims  of  the  angels  of 
darkness.  Always  remember  the 
words  of  the  Saviour;  that  they 
who  continue  in  His  footsteps  shall 
not  lose  their  reward. 

Out  of  this  world  the  Lord  has 
chosen  men  to  lead  His  flock.  Men 
with  character  and  virtue,  honesty, 
integrety  and  leadership.  Men 
attuned  to  the  will  of  God,  who 
act  under  inspiration  and 
guidance  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Have 
faith  then  like  little  children,  be 
humble  and  continuously  pray, 
and  sustain  those  who  preside  over 
you,  and  God  will  bless  you  ever 
more.  Amen.

ONE  beautiful  spring  morning,  a  boy  rose  up  early,  left  his  home 
quickly,  and  stepped  out  towards  the  nearby  woods.  As  he  hurried 
to  keep  his  appointment  with  the  Eternities,  he  wondered  in  his  heart 
if  his  efforts  would  be  rewarded.  Remembering  again  the  admonition  of 
the  ancient  apostle  James,  he  took  fresh  courage  and  proceeded  to  com- 
plete his  mission.  The  events  that  transpired  that  day  to  Joseph  Smith 
are  a  supreme  example  to  every  Latter-Day  Saint,  the  meaning  of  true 
prayer  and  what  it  can  accomplish  in  our  daily  lives. 

One  of  the  first  questions  which  arises  in  our  minds  when  we 
consider  this  vast  yet  important  subject  is,  what  exactly  is  prayer?  In 
a  few  words  we  may  say  it  is  communication  with  our  Father  in  Heaven. 
While  man  was  in  the  Garden  of  Eden,  he  could  walk  and  talk  with  God. 
but  after  obeying  the  commandment  to  multiply  and  replenish  the  earth, 
he  no  longer  had  that  privelege,  and  instead  was  forced  to  call  upon 
the  Lord  in  prayer.  Elder  James  Talmage  once  made  the  profound 
statement,  "God  without  our  prayers  would  still  be  God,  but  we  without 
our  prayers  cannot  be  admitted  into  the  Kingdom  of  God".  Surely  prayer 
is  one  of  the  fundamental  ways  by  which  we  obtain  the  saving  knowledge 
of  "the  only  true  God  and  Jesus  Christ  whom  thou  hast  sent". 

The  Saviour  counselled  us  not  to  be  as  the  hypocrites  are,  but  to 
enter  into  our  closets  and  after  we  have  shut  the  door,  we  should  pray 
in  secret.  In  other  words  our  prayer  should  come  straight  from  the 
heart  and  should  not  be  a  vain  repetition.  The  Lord  is  not  only  a  very 
real  person  but  also  the  Supreme  Being.  Think  how  ludicrous  it  would 
be  to  converse  with  a  friend  using  vain  repetition!  Obviously  we  would 
not  do  it,  yet  how  often  are  we  guilty  of  this  very  thing  with  our 
Heavenly  Father. 

Another  important  essential  in  effective  prayer  is  humility.  In  the 
Doctrine  and  Covenants  we  are  told,  "Be  thou  humble,  and  the  Lord 
thy  God  shall  lead  thee  by  the  hand,  and  give  thee  answer  to  thy 
prayers". 

When  considering  the  form  our  prayers  should  take,  we  would  be 
well  rewarded  to  study  the  example  the  Saviour  gave  to  his  disciples 
when  they  asked  him  to  teach  them  to  pray.  First  we  should  respectfully 
address  God,  then  express  gratitude  for  the  blessings  we  have  already 
received.  Following  this  we  may  then  feel  confident  to  ask  for  the  things 
we  need  and  for  further  blessings  in  the  future.  Also  we  can  pray  for 
forgiveness  of  our  sins  and  weaknesses  and  ask  for  protection  and  help. 
When  praying  on  behalf  of  a  group  of  people,  as  in  a  meeting,  it  pleases 
the  Lord  that  we  pray  for  the  occasion.  Finally  we  should  close  the 
prayer  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ. 

In  conclusion  we  may  take  the  admonitions  of  Alma:  "Counsel  the 
Lord  in  all  thy  doings  and  He  will  direct  thee  for  good,  yea,  when  thou 
liest  down  at  night  lie  down  unto  the  Lord,  that  He  may  watch  over  you 
in  your  sleep;  and  when  thou  risest  in  the  morning,  let  thy  heart  be  full 
of  thanks  unto  God;  and  if  ye  do  these  things,  ye  shall  be  lifted  up  at 
the  last  day".  (Alma  37,  36-37).  Let  us  therefore  always  remember  the 
Lord  and  continue  in  prayer  unto  Him.  By  so  doing  our  "Father  which 
seeth  in  secret,  shall  reward  thee  openly".  I  testify  in  the  name  of  Jesus 
Christ,  Amen.

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"BLESSED   ARE   THEY..." 


BLESSED  are  they  which  are 
persecuted  for  righteousness' 
sake:  for  theirs  is  the  kingdom  of 
heaven."  (Matthew  5:  10  >  So 
spake  the  Saviour  nearly  two 
thousand  years  ago  in  the  sim- 
plest and  most  beautiful  ser- 
mon of  all  time — His  Sermon  on 
the  Mount.  Continuing  in  this 
vein.  He  went  on  to  say,  "Rejoice 
and  be  exceeding  glad  for  great  is 
your  reward  in  heaven.  For  so 
persecuted  they  the  prophets  which 
went  before  you." 

These  few  words  call  to  mind 
many  instances  throughout  the 
Old  Testament  when  the  prophets, 
in  the  face  of  great  persecution 
and  even  the  threat  of  death, 
chose  to  remain  faithful  and 
obedient  to  God's  commands,  con- 
tinuing to  preach  the  gospel  and 
to  call  the  people  to  repentance. 

Drawing  nearer  to  this  day  and 
age,  let  us  consider  the  harsh 
treatment  and  persecution  suffered 
by  the  early  members  of  the 
restored  church.

It  requires  great  moral 
courage  to  withstand  the  perse- 
cution  of    derision    and    criticism. 

Within  ourselves  we  are  weak 
spiritually  to  counteract  the  on- 
slaughts of  the  adversary  and  it  is 
necessary  that  we  seek  the  addi- 
tional strength  and  power  we 
require  from  our  Creator.  It  is 
good  therefore  that  we  meet 
together  often  in  prayer  and 
thanksgiving  and  to  renew  our 
covenants  with  our  Heavenly 
Father  that,  as  Paul  of  old  said, 
"We  may  be  delivered  from  un- 
reasonable and  wicked  men:  for 
all  men  have  not  faith."  (II 
Thessalonians  3:  2)

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GENEALOGICAL    RESEARCH 
IN    THE    CAPE 

WHEN  we  have  exhausted  all  our  personal  enquiries  among  our 
relatives,  it  is  time  to  get  down  to  the  important  part  of  our 
research  such  as  sorting  out  facts  from  tradition.  Where  tradition  may 
be  useful  in  giving  us  a  line  of  enquiry  to  follow,  it  is  FROOF  that  is 
required  for  our  genealogical  records  and  nothing  less  than  the  proven 
facts  will  be  accepted. 

In  Cape  Town  we  are  very  blessed  with  many  places  of  research, 
where  such  proof  may  be  obtained  and  they  are  as  follows: — 

1.  For  births  and  christenings  there  are  no  better  records  than  those 
kept  by  the  DUTCH  REFORMED  CHURCH  ARCHIVES  in  Queen 
Victoria  Street,  Cape  Town.  There  will  be  found  many  of  the  earliest 
records  of  christenings  that  exist  in  South  Africa.  The  original 
christenings,  marriage  and  confirmation  records  from  Swellendam, 
Beaufort  West,  Tulbagh,  George,  Somerset  West  and  many  other- 
towns  are  all  housed  in  these  Archives.  Eventually  all  the  original 
records  will  be  there  as  are  the  copies  of  the  Geslagter  Register  by 
De  Villiers  and  Corrections  by  Dr.  Hoge. 

2.  The  GOVERNMENT  ARCHIVES  situated  also  in  Queen  Victoria 
Street,  has  the  early  Death  Notices  also  original  Wills  from  1843  and 
earlier.  There  are  marriage  registers,  the  original  Dag  Boek  which 
includes  daily  happenings  of  the  earliest  forbears,  and  the  Monster 
Rollen  which  is  also  a  valuable  source  of  research.  The  military  and 
railway  employees  records  are  being  compiled. 

These  Archives  are  open  everyday  for  research  between  the 
hours  8.30  a.m.  to  12.40  p.m.  and  2  p.m.-4.30  p.m.,  and  one  is  required 
to  sign  for  the  books  and  papers  required  for  research. 

3.  At  the  MASTERS  OFFICE,  also  in  Queen  Victoria  Street  opposite 
the  Public  Library  are  found  Death  Notices  and  Wills  dating  from 
1843  onwards,  and  a  few  earlier  than  1843. 

The  Death  Notice  is  perhaps  the  most  valuable  document  for 
researchers,  for  if  correctly  made  out,  it  will  give  the  name  of  the 
deceased,  place  of  birth,  age  at  death,  married  or  widowed,  place  of 
residence,  names  of  children  as  well  as  names  of  parents,  and  in 
some  instances,  even  grandchildren  are  listed,  especially  if  the 
parents  of  these  children  are  deceased.  On  some  Death  Notices,  the 
names  of  the  marriage  partners  of  the  children  have 
been  added  thus  saving  hours  of  research  for  names 
of  female  children.  Photostat  copies  of  Wills  and  Death 
Notices  are  obtainable  and  certified  at  20  cents  per  page  and  un- 
certified at  25  cents  per  copy.  Typed  copies  of  old  and  faded  docu- 
ments are  the  same  price,  but  for  these  it  is  required  to  fill  in  the 
name,  address  and  telephone  number  of  the  researcher  as  well  as 
the  Death  Notice  number  of  the  deceased  person  in  research.  There 
is  a  special  index  book  kept  on  the  Office  counter  for  this  purpose. 

However,  when  researching  in  the  Cape  country  districts,  the 
Death  Notice  may  be  obtained  from  the  Registrar  of  Births  and 
Deaths  usually  situated  at  the  Court  House. 

4.  THE  CAPE  PENINSULA  CEMETERY  BOARD,  Loop  Street,  has 
much  information  relating  to  burials  and  is  a  source  of  great  help. 
as  cemeteries  are  required  to  keep  records  of  all  burials.  The  names 
of  the  deceased,  age,  cause  of  death,  address,  also  name  of  funeral 
parlours  are  recorded. 

The  official  registration  of  Births  and  Deaths  began  in  1895  in 
the  Cape,  but  unfortunately  not  all  Districts  complied  with  this 
and  started  at  a  later  date.  Registration  of  Marriages  began  a  few 
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years  earlier  than  1895  and  Certificates  on  written  application  may 
be  obtained  from  the  various  Churches  or  direct  from  the  Registrar 
of  Births  and  Deaths,  Pretoria  on  the  payment  of  25  cents  in  postal 
orders.  Please  note  that  if  no  certificate  is  available,  the  25  cents 
will  be  retained  as  a  search  fee. 

For  Certificates  of  Marriage  and  Christening,  all  denominations 
of  Churches  can  be  approached,  but  permission  for  personal  perusal 
of  their  records  is  seldom,  if  ever  granted. 

5.  At  the  CAPE  TOWN  PUBLIC  LIBRARY,  Government  Avenue,  may 
be  found  the  old  newspapers,  forerunners  to  our  present  dailies.  The 
earliest  are  the  S.A.  Commercial  Advertiser  and  the  S.A.  Gazette 
both  papers  dating  from  1824.  Such  information  as  Marriages. 
Births,  Deaths,  Arrivals,  Court  Cases,  daily  happenings,  dates  of 
ship  wrecks  and  names  of  survivors  are  listed. 

Many  books  are  also  available  for  research  in  this  building,  some 
of  them  being: —  British  Settlers  of  1820  in  South  Africa;  De  Villiers' 
Geslacht  Register  den  Oude  KaaDe  Famileen;  French  Refugees  at 
the  Cape;  Archives  Year  Book  of  S.A.  History;  De  Afkomste  de 
Boeren;  Familie  Naam  Boek  and  several  others,  together  with  the 
22  volumes  by  Theal. 
With  all  these  sources  of  information  so  near  at  hand,  should  we 

find  ourselves  guilty  of  neglecting  our  departed  ancestors?  These  places 

of  research  have  been  established  as  a  record  of  our  forebears,  and  we 

neglect  this  most  important  work  at  our  own  peril. 

May  the  blessings  of  the  Lord    attend  all  our  humble  efforts,  leading 

and  guiding  us  at  all  time.

Welkom 
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The   Minds   of   our   Youth 


THE  minds  of  the  young  are  like  unformed  clay,  waiting  to  be 
moulded  and  shaped.  The  thoughts  of  young  minds  are  shaped  by 
the  influence  of  maturer  minds  and  once  shaped  tend  to  follow  the 
same  line  and  direction,  resisting  change  from  within  or  without. 
Governments  and  churches  past  and  present  have  realized  this  fact  and 
have  used  it  to  work  their  own  interests.  They've  realized  that  the  people 
of  a  nation  or  church  can  be  controlled  by  controlling  the  minds  of  the 
young  and,  conversely,  if  the  cause  is  unjust,  or  unreasonable,  not  likely 
to  be  acceptable  to  a  mature  mind  trained  to  think  freely,  no  attempt 
to  control  a  nation  or  church  can  succeed  unless  control  of  schools  and 
school  curriculum  is  first  established.  A  young  boy  who  respects  the 
wisdom  and  judgement  of  his  elders  can  be  told  what  and  how  to 
think  and  when  he  is  grown  to  manhood  the  tendency  to  continue 
thinking  and  believing  the  same  things  and  in  the  same  manner  will 
be  very  strong.  This  tendency  is  so  strong  in  fact  that  very  few  people 
ever  find  the  courage  or  strength  to  think  for  themselves,  to  be  free 
of  second-hand  thoughts  and  beliefs.  A  grown,  mature  mind  resists  new 
ideas  which  may  oppose  or  contradict  those  received  at  mother's  knee, 
in  school  or  in  church.  The  world  is  full  of  influences  grasping  at 
young  minds.  Strong  intellectual  forces  tug  from  every  direction,  each 
seeking  to  control  the  mind  of  man  by  shaping  the  minds  of  the  young 
according  to  their  own  designs. 

The  truths  of  life  are  best  served  by  teaching  young  minds  to  think 
freely  and  independently.  Truth  wants  to  be  tested  and  tried.  By 
examining  a  truth  closely,  testing  it,  questioning  it,  its  strength  to  per- 
sist and  endure  is  increased.  Compare  the  fallacies  and  dogmas  which 
are  being  promulgated  in  the  world.  They  seek  no  test  or  comparison, 
for  they  can  only  suffer  thereby. 

Many  people  of  honest  heart  shrink  from  the  responsibility  of 
influencing  young  people's  minds.  Parents  who  seek  the  best  for  their 
children  in  other  areas  hesitate  to  influence  their  minds,  especially  with 
regard  to  religion.  Sometimes  this  is  an  admirable  desire  to  let  the 
children  think  and  decide  for  themselves.  However,  most  parents  fail 
their  children  because  they  do  not  realize  how  eagerly  their  minds  are 
being  sought.  They  fail  to  teach  their  children  how  to  look  for  the 
truth,  how  to  test,  inquire,  and  compare.  As  a  result  their  children 
grow  up  with  unprepared,  innocent  minds,  which  are  fair  game  for  the 
first  self-interested  intellectual  creed  that  comes  along. 

In  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter  Day  Saints,  and  particularly 
in  the  Mutual  Improvement  Association  and  Sunday  Schools,  our 
primary  interest  is  to  teach  the  young  people  of  the  church  how  to  think 
for  themselves.  We  give  them  the  truth  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ,  but  we 
do  not  ask  them  to  accept  them  without  question  or  test.  We  encourage 
questions  and  scrutiny.  In  this  way  the  young  minds  of  the  Church  are 
taught  to  search  out  the  truth,  and  to  recognize  it.  They  are  strengthened 
against  the  influences  of  false  creeds  because  they  know  how  to  subject 
them  to  the  withering  test  of  comparison. 

We  have  a  responsibility  to  the  young  people  of  the  Church  to  help 
them  achieve  free-thinking  minds.  Ours  is  the  noblest  calling-teaching, 
moulding  the  minds  of  the  young. 
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"Are  There  Any  Sick  Among 
You?" 

Let  Him  (all  For  the  Klders 

WE  read  in  the  Bible  of  many 
people  being  healed  by  the 
Saviour.  It  also  tells  us  that  when 
He  sent  forth  the  Twelve,  He  gave 
them  power  over  unclean  spirits, 
and  that  they  cast  out  many 
devils,  and  annointed  with  oil 
many  that  were  sick,  and  healed 
them.    (Mark  6:    7-14). 

A  good  many  Christians  will 
acknowledge  the  power  Jesus  and 
the  Twelve  had  to  heal  but  will 
deny  that  any  such  power  can 
exist  today.  In  our  Church  we  are 
taught  to  follow  the  simple 
admonition  of  James,  "Is  any  sick 
among  you?  let  him  call  for  the 
elders  of  the  Church;  and  let  them 
pray  over  him,  annointing  him 
with  oil  in  the  name  of  the  Lord" 
(James   5:    14.) 

On  February  9,  1831,  the  Prophet 
Joseph  called  upon  the  Lord  for 
instruction  on  certain  things,  one 
being  the  healing  of  the  sick.  In 
answer  to  his  prayer  Joseph 
received  what  he  termed  the  "law 
of  the  Church"  now  published  as 
Section  42  of  the  Doctrine  and 
Covenants.  Concerning  the  healing 
of  the  sick  the  Saviour  instructed 
them  thus:  "And  whosoever  among 
you  are  sick,  and  have  not  faith 
to  be  healed,  but  believe,  shall  be 
nourished  with  all  tenderness,  with 
herbs  and  mild  food,  and  not  by 
the  hand  of  an  enemy." 

"And  the  elders  of  the  Church, 
two  or  more,  shall  lay  their  hands 
upon  them  in  my  name  and  if 
they  die  they  shall  die  unto  me, 
and  if  they  live  they  shall  live 
unto  me.  Thou  shalt  live  together 
in  love,  insomuch  that  thou  shalt 
weep  for  the  loss  of  them  that  die, 
and  more  especially  for  those  that 
have  not  hope  of  a  glorious  resur- 
rection. And  it  shall  come  to  pass 
that  those  that  die  in  me  shall 
not  taste  of  death,  for  it  shall  be 
sweet  unto  them ;  And  they  that 
die  not  in  me,  woe  unto  them  for 
their  death  is  bitter.  And  again 
it  shall  come  to  pass  that  he  that 


hath  faith  in  me  to  be  healed  and 
is  not  appointed  unto  death  shall 
be  healed.  He  who  hath  faith  to 
see  shall  see.  He  who  hath  faith 
to  hear  shall  hear.  The  lame  who 
hath  faith  to  leap  shall  leap,  and 
they  who  have  not  faith  to  do 
these  things  but  believe  in  me, 
have  power  to  become  my  sons; 
and  inasmuch  as  they  break  not 
my  laws  thou  shalt  bear  their 
infirmities." 

Therefore  all  who  believe  in  the 
Church,  whether  or  not  they  have 
sufficient  faith,  to  be  healed  should 
call  for  the  Elders  and  be  adminis- 
tered to.  The  Saviour  makes  clear 
that  many  who  are  administered 
to  will  not  have  faith  to  be  healed 
but  shall  be  nourished  with 
tenderness.  From  this  we  can  see 
we  must  call  in  the  Elders,  and 
al-o  make  use  of  the  knowledge 
the  Lord  has  given  to  man  and 
seek  medical  advice. 

Elders  who,  in  administering  to 
the  sick,  manifest  such  faith  that 
arouses  a  responding  faith  in  the 
person  who  is  ill.  have  greater 
success  than  others  who  adminis- 
ter. The  healing  power  of  God 
enters  the  sick  only  when  faith  in 
Christ  is  present.  We  say  of  those 
who  have  great  success  in  adminis- 
tration of  the  sick  that  they  have 
the  "gift  of  healing". 

In  the  revelation  it  speaks  of 
those  who  have  sufficient  faith  to 
be  healed,  and  that  they  will  be 
healed  unless  appointed  unto 
death.  This  does  not  mean  that 
our  death  is  predetermined,  but 
it  is  aopointed  unto  all  men  that 
they  shall  die. 

People  often  wonder,  no  doubt, 
what  -jood  it  did  to  administer  to 
a  sick  person  if  he  dies  anyway. 
The  answer  is  found  in  the  revela- 
tion "that  these  that  die  in  me 
shall  not  taste  of  death,  for  it  shall 
be  sweet  unto  them." 

I  would  like  to  testify  that  the 
healing  power  of  God.  as  called 
into  action  by  the  Priesthood,  and 
which  we  read  of  in  the  Bible,  is 
present  in  our  Church  today.  I 
know  this  as  I  have  witnessed  it 
with  mv  own  eves.

(Doctrine  and  Covenants  68:28) 

TEACHING  children  in  Primary  is  a  very  satisfying  undertaking. 
I  was  reading  a  passage  in  the  book  called  "Man  .  .  .  His  Origin  and 
Destiny"  written  by  Joseph  Fielding  Smith  which  stayed  in  my  mind, 
and  I  feel  it  is  so  very  true  and  right.  He  said  that  every  teacher  of 
spiritual  truths  should  have  a  very  strong  testimony  and  the  spirit  of 
the  Lord  should  be  with  the  teacher  so  that  they  might  be  able  to  pass 
on  the  truths  of  the  Gospel  to  others  who  depend  on  them  to  teach 
these  truths. 

The  children  of  Primary-going  age  are  our  future  members  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  and  what  they  learn  at  Primary  can  make  all 
the  difference  in  their  thinking  and  behaviour  towards  others  in  school 
and  at  home. 

A  very  pleasing  sight  to  any  teacher  at  Primary  is  to  see  the  eager 
little  ones  who  come  regularly  because  they  enjoy  the  lessons.  The 
teachers  feel  obligated  to  do  their  very  best  in  presenting  the  lessons 
well  and  making  it  as  interesting  as  possible  for  them. 

Primary  is  something  that  grows  on  one  as  time  goes  on.  The 
lessons  take  on  a  very  definite  meaning,  and  since  the  lessons  are  so 
beautifully  set  out  by  the  authorities,  they  really  are  a  pleasure  to 
pass  on  to  our  different  classes. 

We  try  to  make  Primary  a  social  function  for  them  too.  We  always 
have  refreshments  at  the  end  of  our  Primary  hour,  and  it  just 
seems  to  end  it  in  a  nice,  noisy  but  happy  time. 

Our  May  Programme  went  off  very  well  and  we  the  teachers  were 
very  proud  of  the  way  the  different  age  groups  played  their  parts.  We 
are  hoping  to  graduate  a  few  Trail  Blazers  and  Home  Builders  this 
coming  September  and  we  hope  sincerely  that  in  our  small  way  we 
have  put  their  feet  on  the  Gospel  path  by  keeping  an  active  and  happy 
Primary  hour. 
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"Am  I  My  Brother's  Keeper?" 


Again  the  question  has  been 
asked,  "Am  I  my  Brother's 
Keeper?"  Knowing  that  there 
needs  be  opposition  in  all  things, 
the  answer  can  be  "yes"  and  "no". 
Let  ns  take  "no"  as  the  answer 
and  find  what  evidence  there  is 
to  support  this   claim. 

Unlike  other  denominations,  we 
believe  that  we  will  be  held 
accountable  for  our  own  sins  and 
not  for  Adam's  transgressions.  If 
that  is  the  case,  then  how  can  we 
be  held  accountable  for  the  actions 
of  others;  therefore  I  am  not  my 
brothers  keeper.  On  the  strength 
of  this  statement  how  can  the 
answer  "yes"  be  explained  away. 

Firstly,  let  us  examine  the  word 
Brother.  Who  is  my  Brother?  We 
claim  to  be  the  children  of  God 
and  Jesus  is  our  elder  Brother.  If 
it  is  so,  then  our  own  children  are 
also  our  brothers  and  sisters. 
Think  about  it  and  see  if  it  isn't 
the  case.  If  we  agree  on  this  point 
then  it  becomes  simple. 

Being  Brothers,  we  then  are  a 
Brotherhood;  and  as  a  Brother- 
hood we  have  a  responsibility  one 
to  another. 

God  is  our  Father,  we  are  His 
children,  and  therefore,  all  of  us  — 
all  Jew,  Gentile,  bond  and  free, 
are  "Brethren";  as  2  Nephi  26:33 
stated  "all  are  alike  unto  God. 

The  Lord  commanded  —  "Love 
ye  one  another."  On  this  com- 
mandment hinges  our  respons- 
ibilities one  to  another,  no  matter 
who,  or  what  colour,  the  other 
person  becomes  our  prime  concern 
and  responsibility;  by  our  actions 
we  will  be  judged. 

Jesus  found  it  necessary  to  come 
to  earth  to  show  the  way  and  set 
the  example,  commanding  us  say- 
ing —  "Follow  me". 

It  is  by  commandment  that  we 
become  our  "Brother's  Keeper".  In 
1  Peter  3:8  it  tells  us  — "Finally. 
be  ye  all  of  one  mind,  having 
compassion  one  of  another,  love 
as  brethren,  be  pitiful,  be 
courteous.    Jesus'    whole    ministry 


was   centred   round    this   Brother- 
hood of  "Love  your  neighbour". 

Joseph  Smith  felt  strongly  about 
this.  He  once  wrote  —  showing  how 
well  he  understood  us  humans,  "I 
have  intended  my  remarks  for  all, 
both  rich  and  poor,  bond  and  free, 
great  and  small,  I  have  no  emnity 
against  any  man,  I  love  you  all; 
but  I  hate  some  of  your  deeds.  I 
am  your  best  friend  and  if  persons 
miss  the  mark  it  is  their  own  fault. 
If  I  reprove  a  man,  and  he  hates 
me,  he  is  a  fool;  For  I  love  all 
men,  especially  these  my  brethren 
and   sisters." 

Clifford  E.  Young  had  this  to 
say:  "We  know  from  our  earthly 
experience  how  our  hearts  are 
drawn  towards  our  children,  and 
the  great  love  and  compassion  we 
have  for  them  even  in  their  weak- 
ness. How  great  must  be  the  com- 
passion and  love  of  our  Heavenly 
Father  for  us.  His  children. 

So  our  responsibilities  towards 
our  Brethren  as  Mosiah  4:  15  puts 
it  —  "But  ye  will  teach  them  to 
walk  in  the  ways  of  truth  and 
soberness;  ye  will  teach  them  to 
love  one  another,  and  serve  one 
another. 

Whether  we  like  it  or  not  we 
are  our  Brother's  Keeper.  Should 
we  shrink  from  our  responsibilities 
towards  our  Brothers,  we  will  find 
ourselves  in  the  same  position  as 
Cain  was.  The  Lord  will  say  to  us 
when  we  come  up  for  judgment — 
"What  hast  thou  done?  The  voice 
of  our  Brothers  blood  crieth  unto 
us  from  the  ground." 

To  sum  it  up.  after  obeying  the 
principles  and  the  ordinances  of 
the  Gospel,  the  will  of  God  is  to 
serve  your  fellow  man,  benefitting 
them,  making  this  world  better  for 
your  being  in  it.  Christ  gave  His 
all  to  teach  us  that  principle.  And 
He  made  the  statement  —  "Inas- 
much as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one 
of  the  least  of  these  my  brethren, 
ye  have  done  it  unto  me."
